AMERICAN BOOK AUCTION SALES 
IN 1901.* 

THE seventh volume of “American Book- 
Prices Current,” covering the auction season 
of 1900 and 1901, again fills us with admira- 
tion of the conscientious, accurate and skilled 
work put into its 648 pages by its compiler, 
Mr Luther S, Livingston. To the initiated 
who know the endless detail of this particular 
kind of compilation, the improvement from 
year to year in Mr, Livingston’s gigantic un- 
dertaking is watched with growing interest. 
Several little changes of method and order 
introduced this year would seem to have now 
made “American Book-Prices Current” per- 
fect as a working tool for auctioneers, col- 
lectors and dealers in rare books, as well as 
satisfying to the most critical of lovers of 
well-made books. 

The auction season of 1900 and IQ0I ex- 
ceeded in importance any previous season, 
both in number of sales and value of books 
dispersed. The growth of this particular de- 
partment of the book business in America is 
shown in the seven volumes of Mr. Living- 
ston’s work. His initial volume for 1895 re- 
corded only 6025 lots; 1896 reached 7411; 
1897, 8562; 1808, 7545; 1809, 8859; 1900, 9662, 
while 1901 advanced to 10,042 lots. These 
records aim to show all important books and 
manuscripts selling for over three dollars for 
the lot. Current books which can still be had 
of the publishers are generally excluded, and,

off by throwing copies into numerous sales, z 
selection only is shown. 

This year selections have been made from 
190 catalogues, comprising some 347 sales on 
303 days. These 190 catalogues included only 
a little over 114,000 lots, of which 10,042 lots 
are recorded. The increase of 380 over last 
year in the items recorded is accounted for 
by the superior quality of the material of- 
fered. This is brought about mainly by the 
sale of three libraries—the McKee Library, 
the French Library and the Arnold collection, 
the season not being otherwise remarkable 
for quality of books included in the numerous 
sales. We quote from Mr. Livingston’s ex- 
cellent preface some facts regarding these 
three important collections. 


“The season has shown a great increase in 
auction values of the books which collectors 
are most ardently seeking. The French and 
Arnold sales especially broke records on al- 
most every important item. This rise in 
prices has been most noticeable in the first 
editions of the greater English and American 
authors. Another class of books in which 
there has been a most remarkable increase in 
price is that including books known as ‘pres- 
entation’ copies. A few years ago the fact 
that a book contained a presentation inscrip- 
tion would add only a relatively small per- 
centage to its value. Now such a book is 
likely to be worth five or ten times as much 
as the same book without inscription.” 


Three sections of the library of the late 
Thomas J. McKee were sold. Parts rv. and v. 
were not sold until after “American Book- 
Prices Current,” 1901, went to press. 


“The most important book, indeed the most 
valuable first edition of American poetry, 
Poe’s ‘Tamerlane,’ brought $2050. The Mc- 
Kee Library has long been famous for its 
collection of books by or relating to Poe. 
Irving’s ‘History of New York by Diedrich 
Knickerbocker,’ the first edition, New York, 
1809, in the original boards, edges uncut, 
brought $292, a hitherto unheard of price, 
but authorized on account of condition, this 
copy being supposed unique in this state. No 
such collection of American magazines had 
been offered at auction within recent years. 
All of those which contained engravings by 
American artists brought good prices. Mr. 
McKee was one of the most assiduous col- 
lectors of books relating to the stage, and his 
library included several of the very earliest 
books on the English stage and original and 
early editions of English plays, with some 
later collected editions. The collection of 
quarto plays was said to be the largest ever 
offered at auction. 

“The McKee First Folio was a poor copy, 
with eighteen leaves (nine in front and nine 
at the end) in facsimile. It brought $850. 
Another Shakespeare item was a set, 8 vols., 
of the Edinburgh edition of 1771, Robert 
Burns’ copy, with his autograph on the title- 
page of the first volume. This brought $888.

“William Harris Arnold paid particular at- 
tention to the first editions of American au- 
thors, and had brought together the finest 
collections ever offered at auction of the 
works of the eight great authors, Bryant, 
Emerson, Hawthorne, Holmes, Longfellow. 
Lowell, Thoreau and Whittier. Emerson’s 
autograph manuscript of his ‘Threnody’ cost 
Mr. Arnold $26.40 and brought $300; Long- 
fellow’s ‘Outre Mer,’ 1833 and 1834, pts. I, IL., 
first edition, which cost him $60 in 1896 
brought $310; and Lowell’s ‘Commemoration 
Ode,’ 1865, presentation copy, which cost $50 
in 1893, sold for $220, at first considered an 
extravagant price, until a few weeks later a 
copy in the French sale brought $410. The 
total of the sale for books which cost $3508.16 
was $7363.17. Printing the very handsome 
catalogue and the auctioneer’s commissions 
of course must be deducted from these re- 
markable profits. A second sale comprising 
most of Mr, Arnold’s other books contained 
a long and complete series of first editions of 
Robert and Mrs. Browning, two very rare 
Tennysons and a rare Shelley. The first edi- 
tion of Mrs, Browning’s ‘Sonnets,’ privately 
printed in 1847, brought $440. This was the 
first copy of this book ever offered at auc- 
tion. Mr. Arnold reserved his collection of 
first editions of Tennyson (probably the 
finest in private hands in America), but a 
few of which he had duplicates were in- 
cluded in the catalogue, among them two pri- 
vately printed plays, ‘The Falcon,’ 1879, $400, 
and ‘The Promise of May,’ 1882, $430. 

“Mr, French was a collector along modern 
lines, and some of his books brought remark- 
able prices. Grimm’s ‘Popular Stories,’ gen- 
uine first edition of each volume in original 
boards, uncut, brought $600. The first edi- 
tion of ‘The Vicar of Wakefield,’ in the orig- 
inal calf, brought $620, which we believe is 
the record price. Mr. French was a member 
of the Grolier Club, and had a complete set 
of their publications, including seven books 
printed on vellum, of which no more than 
three are ever made. These excited eager 
competition, and brought the following 
prices: ‘The Decree of the Star Chamber,’ 
the club’s first book, $1600; the ‘Rubaiyat,’ 
$1100; the ‘Woffington,’ $480; the ‘Plantin,’ 
$375: the ‘Philobiblon,’ $825; Matthews’ 
‘Modern Bookbinding,’ $900; and ‘The Cat- 
alogue of Books from the Libraries of Cel- 
ebrated Bibliophiles,’ $650.” 


It is good news that 600 copies of this year’s 
“American Book-Prices Current” have been 
printed, enabling 100 more collectors than last 
year to obtain this very valuable addition to 
their bibliographical reference library. The 
feeling which was first expressed against the 
publication, chiefly by second-hand booksell- 
ers, has almost died out. Its great usefulness 
in stimulating collecting is now recognized. It 
bears the imprint of Dodd, Mead & Co., one 
of the largest dealers in rare books, who 
would hardly publish anything injurious to 
their specialty. Mr, Livingston, its rarely 
competent compiler, is also connected with 
that house.

COMMUNICATIONS. 
LIBRARIES AND NET PRICES. 


N. Y. State Lrsrary, Jan. 3, 1902. 
To the Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly. 


I HAve for twenty-five years looked over 
every number of THE PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY 
and sympathize more fully with the publish- 
er’s and bookseller’s side of the mooted ques- 
tions than would be possible to one less fa- 
miliar with the subject. I believe and con- 
stantly preach to my associates in the library 
profession that there should be intelligent 
sympathy and co-operation between book 
trade and libraries rather than that spirit of 
antagonism which a few librarians have at 
times seemed to foster. Libraries are grow- 
ing each year in importance as consumers 
of books, and publishers must more and more 
reckon on library orders as the substantial 
support for new publications. 

Most librarians sympathize heartily with 
the movement to reduce retail prices 20 per 
cent. and do away with the 20 per cent, dis- 
count so generally given by retail booksellers. 
In our desire to see publishing put on a more 
satisfactory basis, many of us were willing to 
lose something of: the discounts to which 
we were entitled and which we have received. 
We were told that 20 per cent. would be 
taken from retail price, and with 10 per cent. 
given to libraries from the net list, small libra- 
ries would be getting 28 per cent. instead of 
the customary 33. percent. But we have to 
face the fact that many net books are re- 
duced not 20 per cent., but perhaps 10 per 
cent. or not at all. Some books which we 
have bought at 90 cents come to us billed at 
$1.35 or with 50 per cent. advance. Others 
cost us 20, 25, and 30 per cent. more than 
heretofore. The question therefore becomes 
of serious moment. Hardly a library has half 
the money it would like to spend for books. 
When, it pays one-third more than last year 
it gets three books where it got four, and 
cripples its usefulness and disappoints its 
readers to that extent. We are bound as 
librarians to do the best work possible with 
public funds placed at our disposal. The 
careful buyer though he does not get in a bad 
temper and has no disposition to boycott a 
publisher even if he feels he has failed to re- 
duce his prices to correspond with the re- 
duced discounts, will yet inevitably buy the 
books which are free from this objection. 
Libraries constantly have to choose between 
a considerable number of desirable additions, 
whether they are spending large or small 
amounts. As a result they are now buying 
old books, completing sets, importing more 
and sometimes, unconsciously but neverthe- 
less practically, discriminating against net 
books. 

There are certain publications that many 
libraries must have regardless of price. We 
pay 5 to 10 cents a mile to certain railways 
because we can do no better, but we avoid 
that route in the future if possible. We 
would pay $5 for certain small books if we 
could not get them otherwise. 

I believe in the net price system, but am 
convinced that its success demands a differ- 
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ent attitude toward libraries. They are mak- 
ing more readers, interesting the public in 
books and by their influence creating a con- 
stituency of book buyers. The nature of 
their work demands that even the smallest 
library should have a lower price than is 
given the ordinary buyer. 10 per cent. may 
be satisfactory as the minimum, but it is not 
right to restrict libraries which buy $5000 to 
$50,000 per year of books to the same discount 
given to one that buys perhaps less than 
I per cent. as much. We feel that the Pub- 
lishers’ Association should recognize our claim 
both as large buyers and as libraries and 
not attempt to bolster up the business of the 
retail bookseller by imposing a tax on the pub- 
lic library which can so ill afford to bear it. 
If individual publishers see fit to price their 
books much higher than the average, that is 
a matter wholly for their judgment. We 
certainly cannot ask that books shall be sold 
us by the pound. If the price is too high 
fewer copies will be sold, and this matter 
will regulate itself; but when the price has 
been fixed, if the commendable movement to 
correct an abuse is made the excuse for im- 
posing a burdensome tax on so worthy and 
popular an institution as the public library, 
it is doubtful if the result will be beneficial 
to the book trade. I hope that the growing 
feeling among librarians that they have a 
grievance may be allayed by a fair-minded 
consideration of their claims and by conces- 
sions that will remove all just grounds for 
complaint. Metvit Dewey.

AZARIAH SMITH. 
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OBITUARY. 
AZARIAH SMITH. 


Tue news of sudden death on the morning 
of Tuesday, January 14, of Mr. Azariah Smith, 
of Houghton, Mifflin & Co., will come as a 
great shock to a large circle of personal and 
business friends. It will come as a special 
shock to those who attended the funeral of 
the late Horace E. Scudder on Monday last 
and there met Mr. Smith with other repre- 
sentatives of Houghton, Mifflin & Co. ap- 
parently in excellent health. One of our own 
staff on returning from Boston last week re- 


ported Mr. Smith looking better and “more: 


like his own old charming self” than he had 
seemed for years. anes 

Mr. Smith died on the cars while riding in 
to business from Brookline. He boarded his 
regular train and was apparently in his usual 
health. His nephew accompanied him, and 
when about half-way in town the latter no- 
ticed that his uncle had apparently fainted. 
There was no physician on the train, and no 
medical attendance could be obtained until 
the arrival of the train at the South Sation. 
Mr. Smith was carried to the emergency 
room and placed on a couch, but the physi- 
cian said that he died instantly, and that 
apoplexy was the probable cause of death. 

Azariah Smith was the sixth child of a 
family of ten children born to Samuel and 
Lucina Smith, at Middlefield, Mass. He was 
born January 12, 1833, and had just cele- 
brated his sixtv-ninth birthday on Sunday 
last. As a child he lived on the farm at 
Middlefield conducted by his father. He pre- 
pared for college at Williston Seminary, 
Easthampton, Mass., and at the age of 
eighteen entered New York Central College 
at McGrawville, New York, being graduated 
from that institution in 1855. He was im- 
mediately appointed professor of Greek at 
the college, and continued this line of work 
until the autumn of 1858. The next few years 
were passed in Mifflin County, Pennsylvania, 
partly as instructor in an academy, and part- 
ly as superintendent of the schools in the 
county. During the Civil War Mr. Smith 
served in the department of Military Tele- 
graph, being stationed at Nashville, Tenn. 

In 1 Mr. Smith came to Boston, asso- 
ciating himself with the firm of Ticknor & 
Fields, and he ‘has continued with that house 
and the succeeding firms of Fields, Osgood 
& Co., James R. Osgood & Co., and Hough- 
ton, Mifflin & Co., through thirty-five years 
as manager of the advertising department. 
This position, in which he showed marked 
ability and rare skill in his description and 
characterization of the multitudinous books 
issued by the great Boston publishing house, 
brought him in contact with a wide range 
of acquaintances, and especially with rep- 
resentatives of the press of the country, who 
warmly appreciated his sterling qualities and 
held him in high regard as a scholar and a 
gentleman. For the last fifteen years Mr. 
Smith has been one of the trustees of the 
Roxbury Latin School. 

Mr. Smith was married in 1861 to Miss 
Sophie Elizabeth Van Duzer, of Silver Creek, 
N. Y. Three children were born of this mar- 


riage, two of whom are living—Professor 
Theodore Clark Smith of the Ohio State 
University of Columbus, O., and Miss Flor- 
ence Van Duzer Smith. 

It is indeed a blow to Houghton, Mifflin 
& Co. to lose within a week two men who 
have for so many years given their best talents, 
and talents of rare order, to the up-building 
of their great publishing house on its liter- 
ary and business sides. Azariah Smith com- 
bined the literary and business qualifications 
to an unusual degree and had above all the 
even more unusual quality of making him- 
self personally beloved by all who came in 
contact with him. 


HORACE ELISHA SCUDDER. 


Horace E, Scupper, also for many years 
connected with the great publishing house of 
Houghton, Mifflin & Co., died at his home 
in Cambridge, Mass., on January 11, after 
a severe illness of two months’ duration. 
About two weeks ago he was considered 
out of danger, but on Friday, January 10, 
he had a relapse, became unconscious and 
continued in that condition to the end. 

Mr. Scudder was born in Boston, October 
16, 1838, of an old and honored family which 
for two generations has been distinguished for 
intellectual, social, and moral worth. He 
was one of six brothers, one of whom is Sam- 
uel H. Scudder, the assistant librarian of Har- 
vard and a scientific authority in the field of 
entomology. 

Mr. Scudder was a Boston Latin School 
boy and graduated from Williams College in 
1858. After leaving college he spent a short 
time in travelling, and then for three years 
taught school in Brooklyn. His brother hav- 
ing died on the threshold of a most promising 
career as missionary in India, Mr. Scudder 
wrote his memoir and through his acquaint- 
ance with Mr. Houghton had it brought out by 
the then new firm of Hurd & Houghton, in 
1864, under the title “Life and Letters of 
David Coit Scudder.” In 1867 he took charge 
of the Riverside Magazine for Young People, 
and when it was discontinued he became a 
member of the firm of Hurd & Houghton, but 
retired a few years later from active business 
to devote himself wholly to literature. For 
nearly forty years he has done literary work 
of great excellence for that firm and its suc- 
cessors as author, editor, and compiler. 

In 1890 Mr. Scudder became editor of the 
Atlantic Monthly, succeeding Thomas Bailey 
Aldrich. He retired from this position in 
1898 to give undivided attention to his last 
great work, “The Biography of James Russell 
Lowell,” which appeared last fall and has 
been received with acclamation on both sides 
of the Atlantic. Mr. Scudder was an inde- 
fatigable worker and his acknowledged books 
make a long list. Among them are “Seven 
Little People and Their Friends;” “Dream 
Children ;” “Life and Letters of David Coit 
Scudder ;” “Stories from My Attic;” “The 
Dwellers in Five Sisters Court;” Men and 
Manners in America a Hundred Years Ago;” 
“Recollections of Samuel Breck;” “Stories 
and Romances ;” and the five “Bodley Books” 
which are among the very best children’s 
books; “The Book of Fables;” “Men and 
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Letters;” “George Washington,” etc. With 
Marie Hansen-Taylor he edited “The Life 
and Letters of Bayard Taylor,” and he also 
edited “American Poems” and “American 
Prose.” He was one of the writers on Bryant 
and Gay’s “History of the United States,” 
and on the “Memorial History of Boston,” 
and he published two school histories of the 
United States. 

Mr. Scudder received the degree of Lit.D. 
from Princeton University on the occasion of 
its 150th anniversary. 

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Joun W. Hort, D.D., for the last twelve 
years a bishop of the United Brethren Church 
and editor of its official journal, died at 
Dayton, O., on Thursday, January 9. Dr 
Hott was the author of “Sacred Hours With 
Young Christians,” “Marvelous Conversion of 
a Noted Sceptic,” Marshall O. Waggoner of 
Toledo, “Journeyings in the Old World,” etc. 


PETER VON FINKELSTEIN MAMREOV died on 
Wednesday, January 8, at his home in Brook- 
lyn, of heart disease. His father was a 
colonel in the Russian army, who was obliged 
by political troubles to settle in Jerusalam 
where Peter was born about forty-seven years 
ago. Twenty-five years ago he came to the 
United States with his brother and sister. 
The brothers lectured upon the Holy Land, 
and together with their sister wrote a life of 
Christ, which was published in 1895 under the 
title “Iesat Nassar.” 
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JouN Howarp Bryant, the only remaining 
brother of the poet, William Cullen Bryant, 
and himself a poet in his leisure hours as 
politician and business man, died at Prince- 
ton, Ill., on January 15. He was born in 
Cummington, Mass., July 22, 1807, and was 
ninety-four years old, having furnished an 
example of “plain living and high thinking” 
to three generations. Mr. Bryant was active 
in politics during the Abolition days, and 
was a close personal friend of Abraham Lin- 
coln. He was the author of “Poems,” a 
small volume, (New York, 1855;) “Poems 
Written from Youth to Old Age,” 1824-1884, 
(printed privately, Princeton, Ill., 1885,) and 
of several addresses. 

ALPHEUS Hyatt, assistant Professor of 
Invertebrate Paleontology at Harvard, fell 
dead in Harvard Square on January I5. 
Apoplexy was probably the cause of death. 


Prof. Hyatt was born in Washington on | 


April 5, 1838. He was educated at Yale and 
was a graduate of the Lawrence Scientific 
School, Harvard, in 1862. He received the 
degree of LL.D. from Brown in 1808. In 
the Civil War he served as captain, and after- 
ward he was an officer in the Essex Institute 
and in the Peabody Academy at Salem, Mass. 
He was also Professor of Zoology and Pa- 
leontology in the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. Among the societies to which he 
belonged are the National Academy of 
Sciences, Geological Society of London, and 
American Academy of Arts and Sciences. He 
was the author of “Observations on Fresh 
Water Polyzoa” and other scientific works, 
and also of essays on the laws of evolution 
and several works for teachers.

Miss Humphreys is at pres- 
ent working on a second book which will con- 
tinue the career of “Jack Racer” in the field 
of IHinois politics. 


SWINBURNE is at work on the collected edi- 
tion of his poetry, the time of publication, 
however, bein~ indefinite.

This 
exhibition is the first event of what will 
probably be an annual institution, valuable for 
its interchange of characteristic national ideas, 
evolved in the many-sided world of artistic 
temperament. The New Year Supplement to 
the international Studio is entitled “Modern 
Designs in Jewellery and Fans,” and is a 
veritable pictorial museum of the work of the 
most distinguished modern artists and crafts- 
men of every nationality, whose genius is de- 
voted to the production of these gems of art.

Tue Burrows BrotHers Co. will shortly 
publish a work of great importance in its 
bearing upon the early history and develop- 
ment of this country, in “The American Fur 
Trade in the Far West;” a detailed and au- 
thoritative history of the pioneer trading 
posts and early fur companies, by Hiram 
Chittenden Martin. Captain Martin’s work, 
which will appear in three volumes, is based 
largely upon unpublished records, and is the 
result of careful study, and thorough knowl- 
edge of the subject. It will be illustrated with 
contemporary prints and a largé folding map 
of the trans-Mississippi country in pioneer 
days; and it will abound in romantic and 
adventurous interest, as well as in important 
historical material.
